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Regarding Brands 


A great deal of humbuggery has crept into the seed business under 
the cover of reform. We first introduced brands to distinguish our re- 
cleaned seed from that of inferior quality. Now, brands are used upon 
seeds of almost any quality, some dealers sending out as many as eight 
brands of timothy seed. But a brand is meaningless unless it stands for 
something definite, and we know of no good reason for making more 
than three grades of recleaned seed. We therefore limit our brands to 
the following, which are used upon Timothy, Clover, Red Top, etc.

Alfalfa Under Nitro-Culture 


While Alfalfa shows in a remarkable way the 
benefit of inoculation with Nitro-Culture, it must 
not be supposed that this alone will insure its 
profitable growth.

Onr alfalfa seed will stand the 
most rigid inspection, being fresh and free from 
trefoil or dodder seed. Price subject to market 
fluctuations. 


Alfalfa has been grown with more or less success in eyery State and Territory in 
the Union, from Maine to Washington and from California to Florida. There is 
not a state from which the report has not gone out that alfalfa will, when properly 
treated, become one of the best fodder plants. It is the best hay and soiling crop in the 
West. In the South it has been widely recommended as a very valuable addition to the list 
or forage grasses and clovers. In the Middle and Eastern States it promises to become a 
rival of the better known and more widely grown red clover. 


It is now practically certain that, ifinoculated with the proper bacteria, alfalfa can be 
successfully grown on any soils which grow corn and red clover well.

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Pedigreed Fire-Dried Seed Corn 


When we introduced Fire- 
Dried, Pedigreed Seed Corn to 
our customers, in 1903, we 
knew that it was far better 
than air-dried seed, but we did 
not then half appreciate its su- 
periority. Our buyersallagreed 
as to the high percentage of 
germination in the seed, and 
the vigor of the plants, but 
when the Year Book of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture for 
1902 appeared, we found (page 
250, Improvement of Corn by 
Seed Selection, C. P. Hartley, ) 
the following facts: 

During 1901, seed dried by 
fire, and kept dry and at a steady temperature during the winter, was planted, in com- 
parison with seed from the same fields which was suspended in barns at husking time and 
left exposed to atmospheric conditions of temperature and moisture. The tests were made 
on different soils and in different states by planting 10-acre patches. The fire-dried seed 
was planted in alternating rows with the air-dried seed throughout the 10-acre fields; 
70.9 per cent. of the air-dried and 73.8 per cent. of the fire-dried seed grew and survived. 
The crop from each row was weighed separately, and in all cases each fire-dried 
row produced more and better corn than the air-dried. 

On the best soil fire-dried seed produced 85.59 bushels of ear corn per acre, the air-dried 
67.34 bushels, a difference of 18% bushels, or 27 per cent., in favor of fire-dried seed. The 
fire-dried rows contained 12.5 per cent. more stalks than the air-dried, and averaged 11 per 
cent. more corn per stalk. 

Now, then: The average yield of corn in New York is about 28 bushels of grain per 
acre. The use of fire-dried seed would add 7% bushels per acre to the crop. One bushel of 
seed will plant 6 acres, which would show an increased crop of 44 bushels, worth, at 40c. 
per bushel, $17.60. That is to say, a bushel of fire-dried seed is worth $17.60 
amore than air-dried seed of the same kind, having the same percentage of 
vitality. 

But right here comes in the further fact brought out by Prof. P. G. Holden of the Iowa 
Agricultural College. After having made a careful count of the number of stalks of corn 
per acre upon more than 1000 cornfields in that state, he found that the average showed 


not to exceed 66 per cent of a perfect stand—and in some cases it fell as low as 40 per cent 
(See premium offer on page 2.) 


With a perfect stand the present (lowa) average of 33 bushels would be increased to 
50 bushels, or an increase to the state of 153,000,000 bushels. 

If, then, ordinary seed corn gives but two-thirds of a full stand, our fire-dried seed, 
nearly every kernel of which grows, would yield 50 per cent. over the present state (N. Y.) 
average of 28 bushels; i. e., 14 extra bushels per acre. One bushel planting 6 acres would 
yield 84 bushels more of corn, worth $33.60, in excess of the product of ordinary seed.

Either of the above varieties make great crops for ensilage, nearly if not quite doubling 
that grown from air-dried seed of ordinary quality.

In some localities they will not mature seed the first season, but if the following direc- 
tions are observed, they will become acclimated and after the third year will hold their 
Own in ripening with native Flint Corn: Select the best ears in the field any time after it 
gets out of the milk; loosen the husk, but don’t strip it off; hang the ears in a dry, airy 
place where the wind will blow through the husks and protect from freezing. It will cure 
out and every grain will grow.

Don’t plant your ensilage corn too thickly. Some of our customers speak of planting 
one-half bushel of seed per acre. If you want good feed in the silo, give the corn room and 
sunshine. Eight quarts per acre is ample. Drill 314 feet apart and 12 to 18 inches in the 
row and you will see ears in abundance.
